A pleasant spring night and a 
virtually cloudless sky gave St. 
Louisans a superb view of that 
most spectacular of heavenly phe- 
nomena, a total eclipse of the 
moon, last night. 

Promptly at 8:28 o’clock, 
servers noted a faint shadow on 
the underside of the lunar disk as 
the earth began to move directly 
in line between the moon and the 
‘sun. As the earth’s shadow grad- 
ually engulfed its satellite, the 
moon appeared to be sinking into

Pioneer, the Chicago Capone 
syndicate’s St. Louis distributor of 
racing news, has been limping 
along with one legitimate business 
telephone and, until two weeks 
ago, with 12 additional lines “bor- 
rowed” from other offices in the 
Fullerton Building. When the tele- 
Phone company discovered that 
jumper wires had been installed, 
so that the lines were not leading 
to the offices to which they were 
assigned, the 12 lines were re- 
moved, 

Full Service Ordered. 

Now, however, Pioneer will have 
20 business phones to carry on its 
distribution of racing news, This 
was made possible yesterday, after 
Circuit Judge James F. Nangle 
issued an order to Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. to restore to 
Pioneer the service it had two 
years ago. 

The court “commanded” the tele- 
phone company to restore full 
service “until such time as the de- 
fondant (Southwestern Bell) may 
be authorized to discontinue serv- 
ice by order of the Public Service 
Commission.” 

Taylor Studying Ruling. 

Judge Nangle’s ruling was being 
studied today by Attorney General 
J. E. Taylor, He said he plans to 
confer with attorneys for South- 
western Bell on their next move. 
The State of Missouri had been 
given permission last week to in- 
tervene on behalf of the telephone 
company in the injunction suit by 
Pioneer. 

A decision may be made tomor- 
row by Taylor either to seek a 
writ of prohibition in Missouri 
Supreme Court to stop phone serv- 
ice to Pioneer, or to ask the Pub- 
lic Service Commission for a rul- 
ing on the telephone company’s 
obligation to discontinue service 
under its service rule. 

This request for a ruling would 
be based on the notice Southwest- 
ern Bell received from former Gov. 
Phil M, Donnelly and Attorney 
General Taylor two years ago that 
Pioneer was using its telephone 
service to violate state laws.

Under the service rule of the. 


phone company, filed as part of 
its operating tariff, the company 
is required to disconnect service 
after being notified by a law en- 
forcement agency that its facili- 
ties are being used to violate the 
law.

Judge Nangle’s order 
“Southwestern Bell is hereby tem- 
porarily commanded and enjoined 
to restore to the plaintiff such 
telephone service as the plaintiff 
may heretofore have enjoyed, and 
is thereafter temporarily _re- 
strained and enjoined from dis- 
continuing same until such time 
as the defendant may be author- 
ized to discontinue service by or- 
der of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, in any appropriate proceed- 
a 

Judge Nangle wrote that he had 
carefully reviewed the Public Serv- 
ice Commission law and had “come 
to the conlusion that legal reme- 
dy therein provided is inadequate, 
in the sense that the commission 
has no authority to enter or en- 
force any. temporary relief, pend- 
ing a hearing.” 

Therefore, .Judge Nangle con- 
tinued, “while deferring to the 
jurisdiction of the Commission, the 
court is of the opinion that its 
equity jurisdiction is properly in- 
voked to the limited extent of pre- 
scribing behavior of the parties 
while they await action by the 
commission.”

During the total eclipse, which 
lasted from 9:28 until 19:54, stars 
that had been almost invisible 
until then, began to sparkle bright- 
ly. This was particularly true of 
the star, Spica, which appeared to 
the right and a little below the 
moon. 

By 11 o’clock, the earth’s shad- 
ow had started to lift. Contrary 
to expectations of most observers, 
the first portion of the moon to) 
be illuminated by the direct rays 
of the sun was not the bottom of | 
the disk where the shadow first | 
appeared but the left side.

WASHINGTON, April 13—West 
Germany takes potential rank as 
the fourth largest steel-producing 
area in the world, under an agree- 
ment made public today by the 
Governments of the United States, 
Britain and France. This repre-

rations, and is for the purpose of

|Leouis Ordnance Plant was re- 
versed yesterday when the United 
States Court of Appeals dismissed 
a suit against the United States 
| Cartridge Co., which operated the 
plant. 

| The plaintiffs, who were safety 
engineers and supervisors, won 
the judgment in 1947 in the court 
of United States District Judge 
George H. Moore. But the ap- 
peals court unanimously held the 
suit could not be maintained un- 
der the Fair Labor Standards Act 
or the Walsh-Healey Public Con- 
tracts Act.

Mr. Busher was fourth on the 
money-winning list among last 
year’s two-year-olds.

Bill's Chief Purpose. 

It consists of a proposed series 
of amendments to the National 
Security Act of 1947, which “uni- 
fied” the Army, Navy and Air 
Force under a single Secretary of 
National Defense, and its chief 
purpose is to give this official 
more power over his tripartite 
command, 

The bill was prepared in the 
office of former Defense Secre- 
tary James Forrestal, with White 
House and Bureau of the Budget 
co-operation, before Forrestal was 
succeeded by Louis A. Johnson on 
March 28. Its enactment was 
strongly urged on the Senate com- 
mittee by the outgoing secretary 
just before he turned over the 
national defense reins to Johnson. 

Generally speaking, Air Force 
and Army reaction to the bill has 
been favorable, but it has filled 
the Navy, with a species of de- 
spair. Key officials in this service 
are convinced that an Army-Air 
Force coalition has been formed 
against them and that Navy com- 
petition for proper recognition 
under the proposed new set-up 
will be eliminated by “joint ac- 
tion” of the other two services. 

After this has been accom- 
plished, the Navy prophets predict 
that the Army and Air Force 
covertly will vie with each other 
to get and hold favor with the 
Secretary of Defense and to dom- 
inate the joint staff and other 
key units of the military estab- 
lishment. 

Initially, they foresee that the 
Air Force—because of the more 
spectacular nature of its oper- 
ations and its consequent popular- 
ity with the public—will have the 
advantage in this type of in- 
trigue. ° 

Expects Army to Win Out. 

In the long run, however, the 
Navy expects the Army to come 
out on top in the struggle for 
favoritism because its generals 
are old hands at this game while 
the Johnny-come-lately of the Air 
Force are still learning it the 
hard way. 

The Navy insists—though both 
Army and Air Force eyebrows may 
be lifted at this—that it lacks 
both the organization and the 
personnel to look out for itself 
in such a competition. The 
Navy’s conviction is that it will 
be shunted solely to fleet oper- 
ations without any effective voice 
in the policy-making aspects of 
the new defense organization, 

Included in this outlook is the 
belief that the ambitious and 
newly autonomous Air Force 
gradually will encroach on naval 
aviation and eventually take it 
over completely. The first move 
foreseen in this direction is that 
the Air Force will revive its popu- 
lar contention that it should have 
all multi-engined land-based mili- 
tary planes—that Navy aviation 
is justified only at sea. 

Following this, the Navy antici- 
pates that the Air Force will 
move to take control of fleet avia- 
tion lock, stock and barrel, or 
whatever the equivalent nautical- 
aeronautical phrase may be. Some 
are so gloomy they even fear that 
Air Force officers who think “car- 
riers are as obsolete as battle- 
ships” may prevail in the nation’s 
defense councils and succeed in 
abolishing the carrier as an in- 
etrument of aerial warfare.

Recommended Under Secretary. 


The committee recommended 
that the Defense Secretary's au- 
thority be “clarified and strength- 
ened” by necessary amendments 
of. the national security act and 
that he be relieved of routine du- 
ties by creating the new office of 
Under Secretary of Defense. Pres- 
ident Truman signed a bill ac- 
complishing the latter recommen- 
dation April 2 and subsequently 
named Stephen T. Early, former 
White House secretary, for the 
job. 

The committee also urged au- | 
thority for the Secretary of De-| 
fense to appoint one member of | 
the joint chiefs of staff to serve | 
as chairman of this group but | 
without “command or military | 
authority” over his associates. 

The Administration bili intro-| 
duced by Senator Tydings, while | 
generally similar in intent to 
the committee’s recommendations, 
goes much farther by calling for 
a separate chairman of the joint 
chiefs of staff, outranking the 
other members and serving as the 
“principal military adviser” to the 
President and the Secretary of 
Defense. 

It also would provide for three 
Assistant Secretaries of Defense 
and a joint staff “composed of ap- 
proximately equal numbers of of- 
ficers from each of the. three 
armed services.” 

This group, in which the Navy 
fears it would be outmaneuvered, 
would be under the joint chiefs 
but operate under a director ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of De- 
fense. 

Would Change Name. 

The bill also would change the 
name of the national military 
establishment to the Department 
of Defense, making it an executive 
department of the Government and 
relegating the Army, Navy and 
Air Force from their present ex- 
ecutive department status to mere 
military departments.

N informal agreement already

As a result 
it serves a high purpose; it is the co- 
hesive quality in civilization. 

Its integrity, its capacity to act, its 
efficiency are today the very bulwarks 
of western civilization. Its perform- 
ance in days to come will determine 
whether western civilization is eclipsed 
and democracy perishes, or whether 
the cause of free people throughout 
the world is regenerated on this con- 
tinent. 

Why is government not more effi- 
ciently operated? It is due at least in 
part to the complacency of our citizens. 
All of us ought to be aroused to the need 
for putting into effect the sound rec- 
ommendations recently proposed by the 
Hoover commission, composed of com- 
petent and interested persons who con- 
tributed their time and experience. The 
process which produced their proposals 
constitutes a significant example of the 
workings of democracy. . 

If our system of government is to 
work, we must have people in executive 
positions who have the same interests, 
skill, ingenuity and resourcefulness that 
are exhibited by the best management 
of private business. 

It is only the richness of our country 
which has enabled us to withstand up to 
now the frightful waste in the Govern- 
ment’s administration of the people's 
money. 

It therefore seems clear to me that no 
greater investment could be made on 
behalf of all taxpayers than for Con- 
gress to adopt the constructive proposals 
of the Hoover commission and in other 

‘ways to reorganize the Government to 
the point of greatest efficiency.

Whom Do They Represent?

A Farcical Affair 


If the average citizen is puzzled over the 
strange case of the Pioneer News Service, he is 
not to be blamed. This news service was set 
up to provide racing information to bookmak- 
ers—entries, odds, results, etc. It is the nerve 
center of local professional gambling. Without 
such service, the handbook operators would find 
it difficult or impossible to operate. Hence Pio- 
neer’s long fight to retain its telephones. 

Judge Nangle now complicates the picture 
with an injunction ordering Southwestern Bell 
to res*vre full *tlephone service t» Pionee . He 
feels his court has the equity jurisdiction to 
make such an order, until the State Public 
Service Commission makes a final determination 
of the case. Since the commission in 1945 or- 
dered the telephone company to continue service 
to Pioneer, Judge Nangle’s position may be jus- 
tified. 

The telephone company has tried to do the 
right thing in this matter, but it has met with 
great difficulty. In the 1945 case, the Public 
Service Commission placed upon the company 
the burden of proving that Pioneer News Serv- 
ice was doing an unlawful business. The tele- 
phone company is not a public prosécutor. It 
is not a policeman. But the commission could 
easily have ascertained for itself what has long 
been a matter of common knowledge to St. 
Louis, that Pioneer is operated by and for the 
gambling hoodlums of the underworld. 

You don’t have to drink all the water in the 
Missouri River to know there is mud in it. 

Gov. Donnelly in 1947 knew the facts of life. 
He officially informed Southwestern Bell that 
Pioneer was using its telephones to violate the 
law. The company then discontinued service. 


‘Now the hoodlums who own Pioneer have had 


the crust to sue the telephone company for $100,- 
000 to compensate for business lost by removal 
of the phones. The business, of course, was fees 
from illegal handbook operators. The telephone 
company has to use its own funds to defend it- 
self in this underworld action, though the com- 
pany has tried at all times to conduct itself in 
the public interest. 

It’s a farce. 

If Judge Nangle’s ruling is co 
State Attorney General cannot get the Supreme 
Court to act, the Public Service Commission 
should prepare to give a quick/hearing and de- 
cision.

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Illinois’ New Mines Director 

Walter Eadie of West Frankfort, the new 
Director of Mines and Minerals in Illinois, takes 
his post just two years after the mine disaster at 
Centralia cost 111 men their lives. That tragedy 
should be all the guide Director Eadie needs to 
convince him that the Department of Mines and 
Minerals must have for its first concern the 
safety of the men who mine the coal. 

The new director mined coal for many years. 
For a long time, he has been a mine manager, 
most recently at New Orient Mine No. 2, the 
largest shaft mine in the world. He knows after 
the experience of the last two years that the 
mine directorship in Illinois does not “belong” 
to the mine operators, but to the people of the 
state. 

A notable mine safety record was compiled in 
Illinois in 1948 under Robert Cruse of Dowell, 
the last of Dwight Green’s choices. It will be 
for Mr. Eadie to improve on Mr. Cruse’s record 
if he can and to assist Gov. Stevenson in taking 
mine inspection entirely out of party politics and 
in strengthening the state mining laws. He has 
important work cut out for him as soon as he 
can get himself established at Springfield. 
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Just Let It Die 


The State Senate’s Committee on Roads put 
aside Senator Quinn’s plan to create a new high- 
way commission for a week without doing any- 
thing about it. It ought to postpone it forever. 

Like Quinn’s 10-man commission bill which 
was vetoed last year by Gov. Donnelly, this one 
is loaded with patronage politics. It provides 
for a commission with eight members. To begin 
with, all of these would, of course, be appointed 
by Gov. Smith. Furthermore, by a system of 
staggered reappointments, it would be 1955 be- 
fore more than half of the members could be 
other than Smith appointees. Even with a pro- 
vision for bipartisan membership, this offers the 
Governor a basket of beautiful political plums. 

Two of the proposed commission members, 
the chairman and the secretary, would receive 
salaries of $10,000 and $9000 respectively. They 
also would have offices in Jefferson City. The 
other members would get $20 per day when in 
the state capital. This would mean a one-man, 
or at most a two-man, show. 

The averbearing authority of the chairman 
would be made even more secure by the ap- 
pointment of the other members on a regional 
basis. They would tend to be pleaders for sec- 
tional interests rather than men interested in 
the road problems of the state as a whole. This 
opportunity for applying special pressure was 
quickly recognized by the Missouri Farmers’ As- 
sociation, a group that has shown a consistent 
capacity for being on the selfish side of highway 
questions. 

The present system of unpaid highway com- 
missioners has worked very well, on the whole. 
It tends to bring civic-minded men into the 
policy-shaping positions while leaving the tech- 
nical work in the hands of the chief engineer. 
It has given Missouri one of the best highway 
systems in the United States at just about the 
lowest cost to the taxpayers. 
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And Now the Smellies

appeared excessive. Now it appears that Gen- 
erals and Admirals have fallen info the notion 
that, war or peace, dollars are not important. 

Many a taxpayer raised his eyebrows when he 
found the military services putting together 
peacetime budget requests that ran to almost 
50 billion dollars. Even when this was cut to 
15 billion dollars, some uneasiness remained. 
After all, even that figure represented a good 
third of the nation’s highest peacetime budget. 

Now former President Hoover tells the Senate 
Armed Services Committee why the reckoning is 
so high. The demands are “padded,” he charges, 
and military expenditures are shot through and 
through with waste and extravagance. For 
proof, he turns to the report of the Eberstadt 
“task force” which studied the subject. 

Secretary of the Army Royall was quick to 
call the Hoover figures incorrect. He said that 
the request for tank modernization was cut to 
allow for the transfer to the Marines. He also 
said that the clerical error in connection with 
howitzers was caught. But other questions re- 
main to be answered. 

Mr. Hoover and his commission have made it 
clear that a stricter rein must be held on 
the armed services. They need a few basic les- 
sons on how to keep inventories. Even more, 
they need a few lectures on the value of the dol- 
lar. In these times, the American people are 
willing to pay the bill for a first-class defense 
force, but they do not believe it is a defense 
against anybody to have military bureaucrats 
throw money around as though the supply were 
inexhaustible. 
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Local Officials Did Not Do It 


Collinsville’s two most flagrant gambling joints, 
to which St. Louis gamblers were flocking every 
day, have been closed. They were not closed 
by the Mayor of Collinsville or by any one of 
the four City Commissioners or by the Police 
Department. They were closed by instructions 
from Austin Lewis, State’s Attorney of Madison 
County, who acted after the facts were printed 
by the Post-Dispatch. Notifying the Sheriff, 
Dallas T. Harrell, Lewis said: “While I believe 
in local home rule, the situation in Collinsville 
is out of hand.” 

There ought to be some uneasy as well as red 
faces around the Collinsville City Hall. The 
clean-out in Belleville last week is proof of what 
East Side voters can and will do when they 
make up their minds that they cannot trust their 
officials. 
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Bars to World News Freedom 

A world convention which the UN is studying 
is intended to help along the foreign correspond- 
ent in his work of reporting the news. If 
amendments which have been offered by Colom- 
bia, Mexico and Poland were adopted, it would 
have just the opposite effect. It would give UN 
sanction to methods of news suppression and 
distortion. 

Colombia proposes to permit censorship when 
“national security” is involved. It would amend 
a provision allowing censorship on grounds of 
“national military security.” The amended terms 
are so vague that they would permit censorship 
on the slightest of pretexts. 

Mexico proposes to extend censorship to even 
vaguer fields by permitting it when “national 
prestige” or “national dignity” were involved. 
They could be involved any time the censor 
decided they were. 

Mexico also wants to make it mandatory on 
press services to report any corrections which 
any government wanted to make. This would 
compel the press services to give currency to 


‘propaganda, distortions of fact, or downright lies 


in the event any government wanted it. 

Another Mexican amendment would permit 
expulsion of a foreign correspondent so long as 
his treatment of the news was not the overt rea- 
son. This would cancel out the clause in the 
convention safeguarding correspondents from 
expulsion because of what they wrote. All the 
Government would have to do would be to pre- 
tend a false reason for the expulsion. 

Poland’s amendment would define news in 
such a way that an authoritarian censor could 
decide that anything he didn’t like wasn’t news. 
It calls news that “which is neither designed nor 
likely to provoke or encourage any threat to the 
peace, breach of the peace or act of aggression, 
and which is not intended as a dissemination of 
false or distorted reports likely to injure friend- 
ly relations between states.”’ 

A freedom-of-news convention which con- 
tained these amendments would be worse than no 
freedom-of-news convention at all. It would not 
root out the censorship evil—which is its stated 
purpose —but would sanction and implement it. 
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A Vital St. Louis School Bill 


One of the things that has been wrong admin- 
istratively with the St. Louis public school sys- 
tem is that the Superintendent is not in fact a 
Superintendent. He is in charge of the curricu- 
lum and little else. Three other independent 
officials are named by the School Board and are 
responsible to the board alone, with no obliga- 
tion even to consult the Superintendent. These 
officials are the Secretary-Treasurer, the Supply 
Commissioner and the Commissioner of School 
Buildings. 

Through the years, experts on school admin- 
istration have urged St. Louis to change to the 
unit control system. Under unit control, the 
Superintendent is a Superintendent in fact as 
well as name. He appoints the administrative 
officials needed to perform the duties relating to 
such things as buildings and supplies. He is the 
resvonsible head, with the administrative means 
for functioning in that capacity. . It is for him to 
work out policies with the School Board and to 
be held accountable for their operation. 

Thanks to an enabling bill introduced by State 
Senator David E. Horn of St. Louis, the unit sys- 
tem should soon be an actuality. The measure, 
which has the support of the School Board, is 
one which every St. Louis Senator and every 
House member from the city should be glad to 
have the chance to support. If the local legis- 
lators do their duty, outstate members will have 
no reason to hesitate in voting Yes.

While diehard groups are dusting off the 
well-worn slogans against a Columbia Val- 
ley Authority, and protesting, as did Gov. 
Douglas McKay of Oregon, “What's the 
matter with the way we’re doing it now?” 
flood waters already are spilling onto farm 
lands in southern Washington. ‘Today the 
people of the Northwest are afraid that 
they may be in for 
floods as destructive 
as last year’s Colum- 
bia river catastrophe, 
which took 60 lives, 
cost $75,000,000 in 
property damage and 
more than one billion 
dollars in soil losses. 


The flood control 
failure by the Army at 
Engineers last year Frocg 
is still fresh in peo- 
ple’s minds, and they Paul J. Raver 
realize no adequate steps have been taken 
to protect them should the Columbia run 
wild again. 
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Erosion is of equal concern to many. A 
recent report by the Army Engineers shows 
that 100,000,000 tons of valuable topsoil is 
being lost every year from the Columbia 
basin. 


Many working people in the Northwest 
also have good reason to be dissatisfied 
with “the way we're doing it now.” This 
winter the region was plagued by a power 
shortage. 


Costs of Power Shortage 


In recent testimony before a congres- 
sional committee, Dr. Paul Raver, Bonne- 
ville Power Administrator, said this short- 
age had thrown 155,000 men out of work 
this winter. 


A region that contains 42 per cent of the 
nation’s total supply of hydro-electricity 
doesn’t have enough power for its indus- 
tries and people because only 2,715,000 kilo- 
watts—or 10 per cent of the total—are in- 
stalled. The Columbia Basin Inter-Agency 
Committee estimates that. 23,307,000 kilo- 


watts still remain to be developed on the 


Columbia and its tributaries. 


This shortage, which all concerned expect 
will continue until 1954, not only has se- 
riously curtailed the aluminum, forest 
products and other Northwest industries; 
it also has cost the Northwest many new 
industries, by testimony of such business 
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groups as the Portland Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Such communities as Hoquiam and Aber- 
deen, Wash., have discouraged industries 
from locating there. In a letter to a pro- 
spective industrialist last year, the secre- 
tary-manager of the Hoquiam Cham- 
ber of Commerce said: “Our board of di- 
rectors suggested that you be discouraged 
from considering Hoquiam or Aberdeen at 
present because of the current power short- 
age that is now in existence.” 


How Many Need Jobs 


The latest population figures show how 
badly these new industries are needed. 
Since 1940 the Northwest's population has 
jumped 35 per cent. The increase has not 
slowed down with the end of the war; Ore- 
gon counted 80,000 new citizens last year. 


Industrial expansion has lagged behind 
this growth. The number of unemployed 
in the Northwest in these boom times 
stands at twice the national average, with 
almost 200,000 persons unemployed in Ore- 
gon and Washington. 

Many idle workers remember that at a 
1946 power hearing in Seattle three private 
power spokesmen—M., L. Blair of Washing- 
ton Water Power; H. H. Schoefield, Pacific 
Power and Light, and J. D. Ellis, North- 
western Electric—helped stop further 
power development by testifying that the 
Northwest “would have a surplus so great 
it would run a million kilowatts or more 
for a period of 10 years.” 

“We'll have kilowatts running out of our 
ears,’ said Kinsey M. Robinson, president 
of the Washington Water Power Co. 


They're Beginning to Listen

project expenditures in the West. 

In the face of such unpleasant realities 
as the power shortage and unemployment, 
a few business men are commencing to feel 
that a CVA might be something better than 
the “socialistic super-state” which the 
private power lobby calls it. When E. B. 
McNaughton, chairman of the board of the 
First National Bank of Portland, publisher 
of the Portland Oregonian, and a lifelong 
Republican, asked a luncheon of Portland 
business men, “Where would we be today 
if Roosevelt had not given us Bonneville 
and reactivated Grand Coulee?” he found 
some responsive listeners. 


Just Turn the Souvenir Hunters Loose 
From the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin 


There is a squabble in Washington over 
the repairing or rebuilding of the \/hite 
House. It makes a difference, apparently, 
whether the historic edifice is being re- 
paired or rebuilt. 

The Senate approved the spending of 
$5,400,000 as an item in a deficiency bill, re- 
garding the expenditure as “a repair to an 
existing public work.” But another bill 
proposes to set up a special commission to 
boss the job. One of its sponsors insists 
that it is “a new project,” with exception 
of the roof, so that the Senate was out of 
order in appropriating the money. 

This is pretty much a private fight, and 
work on the White House will soon be 
started and eventually paid for. The com- 


mission will be aprointed, avd its admin- 
istrative expenses aie estimat-d in advance 
as $50,000. Among its duties will be the 
disposal of historic debris to be torn out of 
the White House. Collectors are already 
clamoring for nails, hunks of wood, hard- 
ware and other souvenirs. The commission 
will decide who gets them. 

An opportunity to save the public’s 
money has been overlooked. Left to their 
own devices, souvenir seekers could prob- 
ably tear the:\White House down and carry 
it away in three weeks or less, Then a 
new’ home for the President could be built 
from scratch, perhaps for much less than 
$5,400,000. 


Between Book Ends 


Truths, Half-Truths and Lies 


SOVIET ECONOMY DURING THE SECOND WORLD 
WAR, by .N. A. Vornesensky. (International Pub- 
lishers, 140 Pages, $2.25.) 


When Comrade Voznesensky, once chair- 
man of the State Planning Commission, 
writes a book all the Russians know about 
it, for tomorrow’s work depends on today’s 
book. Then it is translated into French, 
Italian, English, Arabic, etc., and the local 
Communist press dutifully distributes it. 
Voznesensky was recently removed from 
the Planning Commission, but his book is 
still being circulated in this country. 


It is an almost perfect example of Com- 
munist propaganda, of the subtle mixture 
of truth, half-truth and outright lie. It 
takes a subject which for all practical pur- 
poses is meaningless, since the Communist 
form of economy underwent no significant 
changes during the war. It soon develops 
that the chief aim of the author is to re- 
iterate the great and heroic actions of the 
Russians in the “Patriotic War.” It all 
began, he says, as a conflict between rival. 
imperialists, and its true character was 
not anti-fascist or democratic until Hitler 
attacked Russia. Then it coincided his- 
torically with the Patriotic War (that spe- 
cial one the Russians fought, apparently) 
of “the Soviet Union against Hitler Ger- 
many.” This is presented as the unvar- 
nished truth, although any _ schoolchild 
knows that Russia stood on Hitler’s side 
when the war opened in 1939, that Russia 
gobbled up good slices of Poland and Fin- 
land, Every schoolchild, that is, but the 
Russian, every American but the Commu- 


nists. 
* + . 


The big truth on which he hangs much 
of his argument is the lack of unemploy- 
ment in Russia and its constant imminence 
in the United States and other capitalist 
countries. He shows that in 1939 the latter 
were entering a new crisis of underpro- 
duction and unemployment, with the ex- 
ception of Germany, whose false pros- 
perity he attributes to war production. 
When the war was over and the Axis de- 
feated, the United States and Britain 
emerged with swollen profits for their 
monopoly capitalists and an expanded pro- 
duction which would soon lead them to 
fighting amongst themselves for Germany’s 
and Japan’s former markets. 


His picture of the 
Russian economy 
during the war is 
one of steady prog- 
ress, until at war's 
end she emerges 
highly industrialized, 
safe in a planned 
economy, with no 
threats of a crisis of 
overproduction and 
underemployment. 
He sees 10,000,000 
roaming the streets 
in the United States. 


He is wrong, of 
course, and perhaps 
deliberately menda- 
cious. But the threat of unemployment is 
still our biggest economic bogey, and un- 
fortunately it won’t be frightened off by a 
simple exposure of the fallacies of Rus- 
sian economics or by pointing to the lower 
level of Russian political democracy. Un- 
employment in our country was a problem 
long before there were Communists. Al- 
though they did not create the problem, 
they do knew’ how to take advantage of 
it, and we can deny them this advantage 
only by arriving at a solution which blends 
our ideals of political democracy with the 
great mass desire for econom'c secv ‘ity.

KESSLER IN CONCERT 
OF HIS OWN WORKS 


Assisted by Group of Artists 
—Quintet for Piano and 
Strings Outstanding.

A concert devoted entirely to 
the works of John Kessler was 
performed last night in * the 
Wednesday Club by Mr. Kessler, 
himself, at the piafo and a group 
of assisting artists. The program 
consisted of a Sonata for Violin 
and Piano, a String Quartet, Four 
Songs from poems by Rupert 
Brooke and a Quintet for Piano 
and Strings. In addition to the 
composer, those involved in the 
performance were the Missouri 
University String Quartet, Ella 
Zopf Woods, contralto and Ernest 
Walker, vibdlinist. 

First impressions of such a 
quantity of unfamiliar music are 
necessarily subject to revision but 
to this reviewer the Piano Quintet 
was outstanding and would have 
attracted attention on any pro 
gram. It was subjective in mood, 
poetically colored, strongly organ- 
ized and gained an added coher- 
ence through a limited use of a 
cyclical device. A reflective, mod- 
erately paced first movement was 
succeeded by an andante that pre- 
sented an elegiac theme repeti- 
tively but with embellishments 
and changes of color that deep- 
ened its emotional impact as it 
went. along. The animation of 
the final allegro was interrupted 
periodically by the second move- 
ment theme and an allusion to 
the first movement, leaving the 
final impression that the mood of 
resignation was the prevailing 
one. 

The craftsmanship was skillful 
and the effect was clear and mov- 
ing. Though the style was ro- 
mantic, or neo-romantic if you 
like, with expressive melodic ele- 
ments, the harmonic and rhythmic 
language was individual. 

The Missouri University Quartet 
was composed of Rogers Whit- 
more, first violin, Ruth Quant, 
second violin, George Wilson, viola 
and Elizabeth Mulchy, cellist. The 
tone of the quartet was good but 
the playing lacked incisiveness in 
this as well as the preceding string 
quartet. Mr. Kessler’s treatment 
of the piano part was, not unex- 
pectedly, the rallying point of the 
performance, 

The most interesting parts of 
the quartet were the neatly artic- 
ulated and rhythmically stimulat- 
ing scherzando-like second move- 
ment and the adagio, with its 
fleeting resemblance to Faure and 


Ravel. Mrs. Woods sang the Four 


Songs with effective emphasis and 
phrasing and the songs had char- 
acter, Her diction, however, was 
unintelligible which left this lis- 
tener, who had not read the texts, 
with incomplete impressions. 

Ernest Walker and Mr. Kessler 
gave a satisfactory performance 
of the Sonata for Piano and Vio- 
lin. In the working out of the 
three movements of this piece the 
composer seemed to recoil from 
the sentimental implications of his

Seventy-six persons died in the 
disaster April 5. Besides the cellu- 
lose material, Kelly said, other 
factors in the fast spread of 
flames were: “A lot of fresh paint 
and old paint spread on walls, and 
unprotected vertical and horizon- 
tal openings, such as stairways 
and door construction between 
buildings.” 

Cause of the fire is undeter- 
mined. Near the ruins of the 
three-and-one-half-story building, 
mem services were held yes- 
terday. Mayor H. B. Rinehart said 
President Truman has assured 
federal aid in replacing the hos- 
pital. A campaign is under way 
to raise funds for a $2,400,000, 
150-bed institution.

New York Saloonkeeper Happy, Making Money Despite Bargain Rates

NEW YORK, April 13. 
T was the first day of spring but 
there weren't any robins hop- 
ping around on the concrete 
outside Sam’s Bar and Grill to 
harbinger the event. Sam Atkins, 
the 200-pound proprietor of a little 
basement saloon in St. Mark’s 
Place in New York’s lower East 
Side, didn’t mind. He had thought 
up his own salute to spring. 
Early on the morning of March 
21, Sam elbowed his way through 
kids playing stickball and folks 
buying fish from the sidewalk 
stalls. He went down the three 
steps into his bar that was still 
pretty stale from the night before. 
He was carrying a sign painted in 
red and periwinkle blue. The sign 
read: 
“SPRING IS 
IS 5C BEER.” 


Sam put the sign up over his 
back bar. In one short hour there 
was a quarter-block line of cus- 
tomers leading into his place of 
business, Fame had come to Sam 
Atkins. He was the man of the 
hour, the friend of the thirsty 
poor. He was the man who 
brought back the nickel beer. 


“It was beyond words,” Sam said 
to this reporter as we sat over a 
couple of schooners of suds at an 
oil-cloth covered table in the back 
of his saloon. “But then the 
trouble began.” 

When Sam decided to resurrect 
that once solid American institu- 
tion, the nickel beer, he says he 
really didn’t give it much thought. 
He just reasoned that his saloon 
was in a very poor neighborhood 
and what with prices of every- 
thing being what they are that 
maybe his customers would ap- 
preciate seven ounces of beer for 
a jitney. He figured that as long 
as he didn’t break any law, he 
could do pretty much as he 
pleased. Sam knows now that he 
figured wrong. 

“The first thing happened,” said 
Sam, “was thAt two of the biggest 
breweries in New York turned me 
down when I called up for them 
to deliver me some more beer. 
Then the next thing happens is 
that the union shows up and pick- 
ets my place because I got a bar- 
maid instead of a union bar- 
tender, In this little place I fig- 
ured what I do is my own busi- 
ness, so I got mad. I’m still mad. 
I’m going to sell nickel beer, even 
if I lose money and have to shut 
down.” 

But Sam isn’t losing money. 
Last week he sold 80 half-barrels 
of beer—just 11 times the amount 
he used to sell before he started

giving his customers a cold glass 
of barley broth for five cents. 
And even though he hag to pay 
$13 instead of the old price of 
$10.76 for a half-barrel because he 
has to get what he can from a 
small distributor and from a 
small brewery in Jersey instead 
of direct from the big New York 
breweries, Sam still isn’t kicking 
about his profit. 

Sam denies that any sentiment 


\influenced his decision to bring 


back the nickel beer. He says he 
just figured it was good business 
and that with money getting 
scarcer all the time, folks who 
couldn’t plunk out a dime could 
maybe scare up five cents*for a 
glass of froth. 
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* N the four years that Sam has 
owned his little basement saloon 
in St. Mark’s Piace, he has done 

well. With his cousin, Sam Hoch, 

and a neat and pretty little bar- 
maid named Helen Johnson, he 
ran his bar in a manner he liked 
to think of as something of a fam- 
ily place. A thirsty housewife 
could leave her hot cookstove in 
one of the old coldwater flats in 
the neighborhood and cool off 
with a glass of beer. A young fel- 


low could drop in with his date 


and listen to the juke box and not 
have to worry about his girl being 
offended at rough language. Sam 
liked folks to drink, but he liked 
them to eat, too, That’s why he 
put out a big. hot dog with sauer- 
kraut on the side for a dime. 


And all was going well until big- 
hearted Sam decided to sell his 
beer for a nickel. A distributing 
supervisor for one of the big New 
York breweries came to Sam's 
place and took down the signs ad- 
vertising his company’s beer, Sam 
telephoned another big brewery 
for a delivery and got the run- 
around. He telephoned another 
and finally was told that no big 
brewery in New York would dare 
service him with beer for fear that 
other saloons would cancel their 
accounts, That was when Sam 
located a small distributor and 
paid a premium to the middle man 
to get his beer. Then he made the 
deal with the small brewery in 
Jersey. 

And then came the bartenders’ 
union. They told Sam he'd have 
to fire his barmaid. Sam said why 
didn’t they take her into the union 
because he wanted to keep her. 
She was a good girl and had been 
with him a long time. But the 
union said a lot of bartenders 
were out of work and that anyway 
a woman’s place was in the home 
and not behind a bar. Sam held 
out, but when the union sent six 
pickets to parade up and down 
in front of his place, he had to 
give in. The drivers for the dis- 
tributor and the Jersey brewery 
couldn’t cross the picket line. 

Today Sam employs a union bar- 
tender. He and his cousin Sam 
Hoch tend the bar when the 
union barkeep goes home. And 
Helen Johnson, former barmaid, 
tends the kitchen, 


Born 51 years ago in New York 
City, Sam Atkins is a family man, 
He joined the Navy in World War 
I at the age of 18 and saw serv- 
ice on a destroyer. After the war 
he got a job as a pipefitter and 
then in 1926 joined the Bayonne, 
N. J., fire department. His family 
had moved to Bayonne and Sam 
figured it was a good place to 
raise his own kids. He now has 
four daughters ranging in age 


from 21 years down to 21 months. 
He stayed with the Bayonne fire 
department until he was pension- 
ed in 1942... When the last war 
came, they wouldn't take him in 
the service because of his age, so 
he went to work in a ship yards 
as the chief of fire and police 
protection.

EFORE Sam left the shipyards, 
R in 1945, he bought the little sa- 

loon in St. Mark’s place and 
put his cousin Sam Hoch in to run 
it. When the war ended, Sam 
took over himself. He commutes 
from Bayonne.

Cinnamon Drop Biscuits

Beat the egg 
with electric mixer or rotary 
beater until thick and pale 
colored; add milk and beat to 
combine. Add liquid to flour mix- 
ture, stirring vigorously until a 
soft dough is formed. Drop from 
teaspoon, with the help of a small 
spatula, onto greased baking 
sheet. Bake in a hot (425F.) oven 
for 10 to 12 minutes, until lightly 
browned, Makes about 30 drop 
biscuits.

Why don’t you 
wash your hands when you know that you have to draw?” 

“I did wash my hands. You can ask my mother.” 

“If you did, it was a long time ago.” 

This is something that creates “situations” in classrooms 
throughout the land. Children go to classes with dirty hands. 
They cannot help it. They play before school opens, during 
recesses, and naturally their hands are soiled. Working inten- 
sively at a task, their hands perspire and the resulting finger 
marks are too bad. The textbooks are soiled, the papers are 
marred, work and time are spent with unsatisfactory results 
to teachers and pupils.

WHY DON’T THEY wash their hands? They would if 
they could. How many schools do you know of where children 
have soap, warm water, and towels in the washrooms? Under 
the circumstances, the most children can do is let the cold 
water run on their hands for a second, wipe them off on their 
clothes and go to class. If they do that much, it is surprising. 

We are, as parents, teachers and thoughtful citizens, con- 
cerned about dirty hands in schoolrooms, but that is about as 
far as it goes. -Here and there an effort is made to supply 
gome soap and some paper towels, but there is likely to be 
no warm water and a shortage of towels.

THEN THERE IS the matter of supervision. Somebody 
should be in charge of toilets and washrooms during the school 
gession. Children will not wash their hands properly and leave 
the place in orderly, neat congition unless somebody stands by 
to see that they do. No teacher should be asked to do this. 
There has been too much extra duty put on teachers already, 
and if we are not careful they will have neither time nor 
etrength to teach. 

Children should have clean hands first because health de- 
mands it. Infections and contagions can be passed along by 
dirty hands. Economy of time and effort during the brief and 
precious hours of a school day demands cleanliness. Dirty, 
aticky hands retard work and endanger health, destroy mate- 
rials and use time without result. Clean hands will save and 
conserve what is now wasted. An attendant in the washrooms 
would be a real saving all along the line.

Stormy End for Brotherhood Experiment 


Head of lowa Quaker College Quits 
After His Efforts ‘to Make School 


‘Truly Christian Institution’ in 


All Respects Run Into Opposition

OSKALOOSA, Ia., April 13. 
FIVE-YEAR experiment in brotherhood has come to a stormy 
Aj on the campus of William Penn College, leaving this little 
Quaker school torn by dissension and facing a fight for its very 


existence. 


The president of the college has resigned. So have the chairman 
of the board of trustees and the head of the finance committee. A 
third of the faculty have indicated they will not return next year, and 
many of the 229 students are talking of continuing their education 


elsewhere. 
The trouble started when Cecil 


Hinshaw, a youthful Quaker who 
became president in 1944, set out 
to make Penn “a truly Christian 
college.” He believed the precepts 
of the Society of Friends—not the 
modernized faith which has com- 
promised with regard to pacifism 
and other troublesome issues, but 
the old-time Quakerism — should 
be applied to everyday life. That 
meant interracial brotherhood, re- 
jection of all war, simplicity of 
living, integrity in all dealings. 
One of the first acts of Hin- 
shaw’'s administration was to dis- 
continue athletic scholarships. 
This did not sit well with the Os- 
kaloosa Daily Herald, which had 
helped raise more than $40,000 
for Penn two years before Hin- 
shaw arrived on the scene. Its col- 
umnist, who voices his observation 
in “Scoops Sports Spasms,” had 
this to say about the situation: 
“At least a half dozen boys who 
could have done this year’s cage 
team a lot of help wanted to en- 
roll at Penn. But they would have 
practically had to sign away their 
lives... prove themselves to be 
Einsteins to getin. Sothey simply 
enrolled in other schools where 
they were welcomed and given 
just the wee bit of help they 
needed, The other schools seem to 
cherish these boys. They’re seeing 
the policy pay off in better ath- 
letic clubs, larger attendance at 
contests and bigger gates to help 
defray athletic costs... .” 


The newspaper broac-ned its 
attack and leveled more important 
charges at the Hinshaw adminis- 
tration, contending the school had 
been given a “black eye” by fos- 
tering pacifism. Many American 
Quakers, who shared the Nobel 
Peace Prize for 1947 with the 
British Friends, oppose conscrip- 
tion. Five of Penn’s 23 faculty 
members labored in civilian serv- 
ice camps as conscientious ob- 
jectors during the war, and eight 
students are now serving 18- 
month sentences in the federal 
penitentiary at Springfield, Mo., 
for refusal to register for the 
draft. . 

“Quakers never tell another per- 
son what to do,” Hinshaw ex- 


plained,’ “but when students ask 
me for my opinion, I tell them 
why I oppose registration.” 

The school’s attitude toward 
Negroes aroused the most resent- 
ment of all in the conservative 
Iowa community, a county seat of 
11,000 population in the ‘ corn- 
growing country. Penn always has 
had Negro students, but never 
more than three or four at a time 
until Hinshaw took over. He 
changed the college application 
blank so that prospective students, 
instead of being asked about their 
own race, were queried as to their 
stand on racial equality. Neither 
Negroes nor Jews were rejected 
because of race or religion. The 
number of Negroes increased un- 
til between 20-and 25 were en- 
rolled. They were given completely 
equal status with white students. 

Matters were not improved when 
the new president, acting with the 
approval of the board of trustees, 
appointed a Negro woman to 
teach biology and rented a house 
for her in a white neighborhood. 

a 
HE breach between town and 
college was further widened by 
failure of Penn students to con- 
form to Oskaloosa standards of 
dress and behavior. Girls wear 
Slacks to classes if they choose, 
and sOme of the boys, in the 
Quaker tradition, gefuse to wear 
ties or suits, donning overalls or 
other work clothes. Eyebrows also 
were raised over campus dating. 

“I see nothing wrong with boys 
and girls on the campus showing 
a little physical affection,” Hin- 
shaw stated. “If you don’t provide 
a proper outlet, they'll go off in 
automobiles and it’ll be worse. I 
am convinced morals here are 
better than in most colleges.” 

He pointed out the student body 
is made up- of individuals from 
many backgrounds. Word of the 
Penn experiment in brotherhood 
had spread, attracting boys and 
girls from 29 states. Half of the 
students are not Iowans. Only 
one-third are Quakers, the others 
representing 21 denominations, 

Refusing to compromise, but

stepped out, Hinshaw decided to 
tear up a contract with two more 
years to run. He tendered his res- 
ignation last August, to become 
effective June 1. He determined, 
however, to try to liberalize the 
setup of the board of trustees be- 
fort departing. 

Fifteert of the 30 trustees are 
selected by the Yearly Meeting of 
Friends, the major Quaker organi- 
zation in Iowa. The remainder 
are chosen from nominations by 
the board and by an alumni group. 
Hinshaw sought to reduce the 
Yearly Meeting’s ' representation 
from 15 to nine. The church should 
not have control of the college if 
it does not shoulder financial re- 
sponsibility, he argued, adding that 
Penn could obtain financial sup- 
port from foundations which would 
give grants to a church-affiliated 
school but not to a church-con- 
trolled institution. 

Forcing a showdown last month, 
Hinshaw threatened to step out in 
mid-term if his plan was not 
adopted. To add weight to his 
proposal he had obtained pledges 
of approximately $10,000 offered 
on condition the charter be re- 
vised.

he keeps his earnings below the 
level which would require pay- 
ment of federal income tax.

Hinshaw obtained his doctorate 
in theology at the University of 
Denver. He served as a minister 
for eight years and taught religion 
for three years at Friends’ Uni- 
versity in Wichita, Kan., before 
coming to Penn. 

“I used to be an ordinary lib- 
eral, regarding racial equality as 
just another ideal,” he said, “but’ 
after five years in this job I have 
changed. Now I know how un- 
Christian, cruel and unthinking 
many Christians are in their atti- 
tude toward Negroes. Charity, 
tolerance, crumbs from the white 
man’s table, the friendliness one 
shows toward dogs—none of that 
is enough. 

“In a sense, this thing has to be 
worked out by degrees, of course, 
but unless America meets this 
problem with more than a grad- 
ualistic approach, there may be 
catastrophe. Not many white per- 
sons know what Negroes think 
and feel, and few realize the 
Negroes would provide a fertile 
ground for Communism and a 
fifth column in another war.” 


After the Quaker educator’ was 
voted down, one of the trustees 
commented: “We’re too far over 
to one side of the road. What 
we want to do is get back to the 
center of the road on this thing.” 

But to Hinshaw the road of 
brotherhood is not a turtleback 
affair but a level highway on 
which all men should walk arm 
in arm, no matter how rough the 
going. 

“When people talk about stick- 
ing to the center of the road, it 
usually means they don’t want 
to put their principles into prac- 
tice,” he declared. “Christianity 
is revolutionary, and its prin- 
ciples are radical, You can’t stick 
to the center of the road and be 
a Christian.”

Obviously enough, a heart 
return or a low spade would have 
given declarer plenty of time to 
set up the diamonds and run nine 
tricks. East, however, was able 
to figure that result out for him- 
self, and he did not tamely submit 
to his fate. East returned the 
spade king—and right then South’s 
chances went aglimmering!- 


Realizing that it would do no 
good to hold up the spade ace, 
South won the trick and con- 
tinued with diamonds. When East 
took his second stopper in the suit 
he returned a spade, and West 
gratefully ran off the entire club 
suit, defeating the contract four 
tricks.
